Miter dinner, about 1 o'clock, he “ascended a short pole in front 
of ‘the ‘Deacon factory und wns seated upon hid \aerial swing . prepara- 
tory to commencing ‘his afternaon’s operations, when be was seen. to 
fall across the arm of the.pole and hang in ‘that position. . 

An-alarm was at once ;raised and many spectators were upon :the 
scene in a few minutes.

man, senior general superintendent 
of the Methodist church,

Dr. Carman sooke feelingiy of the 
long and intimate friendship that had 
subsisted between himself and the de- 
ceased. — They had been fellow-seld- 
iers fighting cn the same battle-field 
and pressing the same conflict on the 
same lines. He hal been deeply stir 
ted by the Icss they had sustained. 
The deceased, he sid, had been «1 
well known and so deeply respected 
for sé long, and he had worked so 
parnestly in the public service, He 
had urgently prosecuted the work «f 
Ged. He never trembled though the 
conflict came. He never blanched or 
yielded, but held hi« face steadily .10 
the work. His work for the social or 
der, for the life appointed on divine 
lines+had been great. He had won 
many friends and had been notable 
for his) genuine manhood, fearless 
earnest and true. Life was depart 
mentatizel, and Dr. Shaw's depart 
ment was scholarship and learnins 
and in these points Dr. Carman ‘n+ 
sociated the name of the deceased 
with that of his predecessor at. the 
Wesleyan College, Dr. Dougias, whort 
he had resembled in devotion to schol 
arship.. They had toth been faithful 
in standing for eternal fruth, that 
teuth of which they both knew more 
to-day. It was not qasy to find suc. 
scesora of such men, for both had 
been leaders of men, 

“Among the other qualities of the 
deceased, said Dr, Carman, had been 
that of an economist; and Dr. Car 
man declared that he knew of no one 
who had done better .work on less than 
the late Dr. Shaw. Dr. Carman then 
paid tribute to the deceased's quali: 
ties as teacher and churchman, and 
declared in regard to the latter thet 
the deceasd had be non of, those whe 
did not ignore the importance of dor: 
trine, and had been faithful to th 
fundamentals in each of these re- 
spects. The deceased had also beer 
‘a legislator, and, among other things 
had introduced the resolutions fo: 
church union, which had been, said 
Dr. Carman, a statesmanlike produc- 
tion. 

Finaly Dr. Carman paid tribute te 
the work of the decessal on the Pro- 
stestant Council of Public Instruction 
for Quebec, Where he had held an 
honored place, and he asked whe of 
the Methodist church could take his 
place. However, mysterious as the 
future seemed, it was certain that 
God would raise up some One to take 
the place-of the deceased, and tat 
the good work which he had don» 
would be continued.

“We, the students of Wesleyan The. 
ological College, desire to express th> 
appreciation and high esteem in 
which we held our late principal, jthe 
Rev. Dr. Wm.

It is 
not fashionable now to be married in 
church, In Athens the ceremony takes 
Place in the house of the bride's par- 
ents. A temporary altar is set up in 
the middle of the room. 

“At the conclusion of the ceremony 
tho priest and the couple join hands 
and walk three times round the altar, 
the guests pelting them with comfts, 
The most important part of, the cere- 
mony is the crowning of the bride and 
bridegroom with wreaths of orange 
blossom; hence a wedding 1s popular. 
ly called ‘the crowning.’ 

“Love marriages are rare exceptions. 
The match {s made by the parents and 
relatives rather than by the parties 
principally concerned. There are cer 
talp established usages which, though 
not legally binding, are not to be con- 
travened with impunity. 

“Then it is considered wrong for 
brothers to marry until thelr sisters 
hare been wed, Again, girls must 
marry in order of senfority. It would 
not be right for a girl to be married 
while she bad an elder sister who re- 
mained single.. The men of a family 
are thus naturally anxious to see their 
aisters settled, and an a dowry fs in- 
dispensable its provision is often -n 
matter of serlous noxiety and the fruit 
of great self denial on the part of the 
brothers if the parents are dead. 

“There are cases in which brothers 
baye remained unmarried’ for years 
and have devoted all their hard earned 
savings to the dowries of their alsters. 
Among the poorer classes emigration 
is resorted to, not infrequently solely 
with this object, and many a dowry 
comes to a Greek maiden from across 
the Atlantic.”

Recently Found Skeleton Way Be That 
of Young: Benj. Bathurst. 


One November evening a British 
envoy, returning home fronr Vienna, 
took his way through a Prussian for- 
est. He was never seen again, That 
was 100 years ago. The othersday 
in that forest a skeleton was found 
which is supposed to be that of the 
missing man. He was Mr. Benjamin 
Bathurst, a son of Dr. Brthurst, Bish- 
op of Norwich, 1806-37, and he was 
in 1809 envoy to the Court of Vienna, 
and had been following the campaign 
between the Austrians and French. 
H: seems to have been incomprehen- 
sibiy afraid of falling into the hands 
of the French, and as soon as the 
treaty between Napoleon and Austria 
was signed he fled from Vienna, niak- 
ing for Hamburg, whence he intended 
to reach London: In November, .1809 
he had arrived at Berlin, spent sev:

ATURDAY BY JUDGES} 
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Rev Dr. Hicks Again Protests 
Against Attack on Can- 
adian Marriage Law 



















Rev. Dr. W. H. Hincks, President 
of the Toronto Methodist Conference, 
fron: his pulpit in Broadway Taber- 
nacle, Toronto, on Sunday night, 
again protested against the attack of 
the Church of Rome on the marriage 
laws of Canada. The Pope's Ne Te- 
mere decfee_of Easter, 1908, which 
his clergy were endeavoring to en: 
force in Canada, refused to recognize 
tho marriage of a Roman Catholic and 
a Protestant unless a priest perform- 
ed the ceremony. 

“The Roman Catholic Church. has 
stood out against all fornta of divorce, 
but, this decree is a Jooser law © than 
the worst divorce laws of the wide- 
open divorcee states, because, to get a 
divarce in these states, some wrong, 
which was committed after the mar- 
riage, has to be proven either against 
the, husband or wife. 

BREAKS UP HOME, 

“But this new Jaw breaks up a 
home, by saying that if a Roman 
Catholic hasn't ymarried them, then 
the couple were never married from 
the first, the childs are without 
parents, that the mi y never X- 
isted, and, therefore, the busband and 
wife are free. This is infinitely 
worse than a loose divorce law, 
“Suppose a Protestant living next 
wor ta me had a week before Easter, 
1903, married a Catholic woman, ‘and 
Io a Week after Easter,” 1908, had 
married a ‘Catholic mian, and that 
man had hifdoa child, the child would 
be recognized as leitimate, but, ac+ 
cording ta this decree, if To hada 
child, that child world be illegiti- 
mate”? 

~ CALL TO COMMON SENSE. 

“We do not believe that our best 
Roman Cathole citizens believe in this 
decree, and we call spon them to 
join with us as Cana tians to protest 
ayainat it, jusets t fomun Catho- 
lics of Germany did j 
Roman Catholics Hungary 
when the dectve was promulgated, 

“There were a unmber of Roman 
Catholic of Hungary whe 
sent a protest to Rome ogainst its 
Ieing enforced there, and the Roman 
Catholic laity of Hungary juined in 
with the protest in opposition to it so 
strongly that during the three years 
it: which the decree has been in force, 
it has been suspended in Hungary 
half of that time. 

“We call upon the-best. class of 
Catholics of Canada to join with us 
iv a strong protest. 3 

“Mixed marriage divides the hus- 
band and wife on the very subject on 
which they should be most strongly 
Lound together, their spiritual rela- 
tion to each other. Such a marriage 
liinders unity of purpose in life's en- 
terprises. Mixed marriages tend to 
lower the+ standard of moral life.” 

UNEQUALLY YOKED. 

The Rev. Dr: Hincks took for his 
text II. Corinthians; vi., 14: “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers.’ He proceeded ta ex- 
plain that in order te have a happy 
marriage there must be unity of in- 
terest between husband and wife 
There must be unity of heart and un- 
ity of soul. How was it possible for 
there to he unity of soul hetween a 
Protestant husband and a Catholic 
wife when the wife opened her soul 
to another confession, where the hus- 
hand himself was not admitted? 1 
have never known o Protestant hus- 
hand to get used to the rite of con- 
fession. 

“This decree makes it as impossible 
for a Protestant to marry a Catholic 
as for’a white man to marry a Chi- 
nese woman, ad 

“T believe?’ said Dr. Hincks, “that 
the Canadian law will declare against 
the decree the first time’a case such 
as this comes before it.”

he had attended Ratner, and these 
were applied, but without result, and 
the man died.

A 
terrific’ melee ensued. Twenty-five 
out of fifty gunners were killed or 
wounded, the 9th Lancers suffered 
with equal severity, but the rebels 
were held, punished, and defeated, 
after two hours of desperate conflict. 

The mischance at the Lahore Gate 
cost England a life that she could It 
spare. When he heard what had hap- 
pened, Nicholson ran to the Mori Bas- 
tion, gathered men ‘from both col- 
umns and tried to storm the Lahore 
Bastion at all hazards, Jt was asking 
too much but those gallant hearts 
did not falter. They followed their 

loved leader into a narrow lane, 
t oulrgray from the one point to the 
other. ey fell In scores, but Nich- 
olson’s giant figure still towered in 
front. With sword raised he shouted 
to the survivors to come on. Then a 
bullet struck him {g the chest and be

With him, for a time, drooped the 
flag of Britain. The utter confusion 
which followed Is shown by Lord Rob- 
ert’s statement in his Memoirs that he 
found Nicholson lying in a dhooly near ! 
the Cashmere Gate, the native carriers | 
having fled. Although Baird Smith, a 
skilled engineer and artillerist, had 
secured against a coup de mafn, that 
small portion of the city occupied by 
the besiegers, General Wilson was 
minded to withdraw the troops. Even 
now he considered the task of subdu- 
ing Delhi to be beyond their powers, 
Baird Smith insisted that he should 
hold on.

Countiig on the exhaustion of 
the British and the privations they had 
endured during the long months on the 
Ridge, he caused the aeserted streets, 
between the Cashmere and Mori Gates, 
to be strewn with bottles of wine, beer 
ana spirits. To men enfeebled by 
heat and want of food the liquor was 
more deadly than Jead or steel. Were 
it not that-Akhab Kabn himself was 
shot through the forehead while trying 
to repel the advance of Taylor's engi- 
Deers along the main road to the palace 
from the Cashmere Gate, it was well 
within the bounds of ‘possibility that 
the afternoon of the 14th might have 
witnessed a British debacle ~i 

In one respect the sepoy command- 
er’s death was as serious to his cause 
aeithe loss of Nicholson to the Eng- 
enough in oma) detachments, but no 
longer, controlled by a man who kne 
how to use-their vastly superior nnm- 
bers, allowed themselves to be dealt 
with ,in detail.

The report produced at the 
instigation of the Senate alter the 
pact had been entered into, conti. 
tutes “Document #49," which now is 
being perused by both Conservatives 
and Liberals here. It shows that, ov 
the whole, reciprocity is better for 
tho farmer of the United States than 
for the farmer of Canada. 

Our Valuable Farm Lands, 

The first point made in the report is 
with reference to the increased value 
of farm lands in the two fountries 
It is admitted by the Tariff Board 
that the farm Janda of Canada are 
increasing in value for more rapidly 
than are those of the Republic.

QUARTER OF BUFFALO 





Italian, Fatally Wounded, Shoots His Assailant Dead With 
the One Gun—Even as he Died, Wounded Man Would 

, Not Talk to Police—Motive is Not Known—Affray 
Arose Without Warning in a Restaurant on Dante Place 





BUFFALO, “March 20.—Twoa Ital- 


f ians killed each other with the same 


revolver at No! 141 Dante Place at 
5.30 o'clock yesterday afternoon. One 
pressed a pistol against the other's ab- 
domen and fired twice, and the wound. 
ed man, though reeling with psin, 
wrested the smoking revolver from his 
assailant and shot him dead. 

The detectives are still seeking in- 
formation in the Italian quarter about 
the crime. Relatives of one man were 
found, bit they said they could give 
no light. No one could be found who 
knew ansthing at all about the other 
man. The death of both men makes 
the killing a closed incident for the 
police, The man first wounded died 
about faur hours later in the hospital, 
but on his deathbed he refused to en- 
lighten the police. 

The men were Petro Scarpelli, 42 
years old, who lived alono at No. 129 
Dante Place, and Felipe Antoni, 25 
years old, who lived at No. 156 Dante 
Place. They entered the restaurant 
at No. 141 Dante Place together, but 
once inside the door Searpelli whip- 
ped out a pistol and fired point blank 
at the other,, wounding him in — the 
stomach. Antoni, twisting with pain, 
seiezd his agsailant and wrenched the 
pistol from his grasp. As Scarpelli 
started to run Antoni shot him twice, 
One bullet tore through the abdomen 
and the other entered the face riglit 
at the nose. 

Scarpelli staggered ontside and fell 
on the sidewalk six fect away. He 
gasped his last as Patrolman William 
Alhach, who came running up. with 
Patrolman James Walsh, lifted his 
head. He never said a word, accord- 
ing to-Albach, Walsh ran into the 
restaurant and found Antoni doubled 
up with. the pain. 3 

The" shooting threw the 
hood into the greatest excitement. A 
salogn adjoins the restaurant and 
from this and a score of other places 
on the little street hundreds of Ital- 
iu’ men, women: and children poured 
out. A call to the Franklin © strect 
station brought Inspector John Mar- 
tin. acting chief of police, Chief Tay- 
lor of. the detective force and a half 
dozen headquarters men to the scene. 

Antoni was sent to the Emergency 
Hospital and the body of Scarpelli was 
sent to the morgue by Dr. Earl | G. 
Danser, the medical: examiner. 

The police gathered in a number of 
Italians near the scene of the. shoot- 
ing.

Lord Lansdowne's notice of the 
motion which hevintends to submit on 
March 30, while largely a party mat- 
ter intended to delay the progress of 
the Veto Bill, is exactly in accord:

The Unionist bill to reform the 
House of Lords, which has not vet 
been introduced, affects the . Royal 
prerogative and Parliamentary usage, 
prescribes the necessity for asking 
the Sovereign's leave to submit such a 
measure. It is usual to receive un 
affirmative reply, as the Crown places 
its interest in the matter at the dis- 
posal of Parliament. 

The supporters of the Government 
are intensely angry at. Lansdowne, as 
they say that his action to-day chal- 
lenges the whole Government. policy. 
They are still relying upon the Royal 
prerogative to create a huge batch of 
peers to overcome the Unionist ma- 
jority in the House of Lords if. the 
members of that body reject the Veto 
Bill.

Was not then even in the 
air; and that consequently there is 
no reference to that possibility ; nor 
was there any notion in anybody's 
mind that this particular peril would 
arise in cur generation. Sir Thomas 
was not thinking of it. This mok- 
es his definite and emphatic state 
ments, which so clearly condemn it, 
all the more significant. 

Sir Thomas began by talking of 
the development of the West—‘‘the 
opening up of that vast Empire west 
of Lake Superior’—which has enrich- 
ed all Eastern Canada, multiplied 
our manufacories, and ‘brought 30 
much new trade .. -- .- and given 
so much additional occupation to the 
people of the East.” Then he re- 
counts in detail the many things the 
Canadian East sells the Canadian 
West, and concludes : “It. is by these 
means that Ontario's wealth and pop- 
ulation were built ap.” And he 
might have added a reference to Que- 


The essential unity of the East 
with the West was his constant text. 
“The people of Ontario and all East- 
ern Canada,” he says, ‘will profit by 
every additional dollar of purchasing 
power the West possesses, providing 
that we Canadians are true to-our- 
selves and realize that we must do 
whatever is in our power to strength- 
en the ties between that country and 
Eastern Canada so as to make the 
Canadian West an casential portion 
of the Dominion.’”? You will note the 
“providing that.” Sir Thomas lays 
down there the absolute necessary 
condition by which alone can the ad- 
ditional purchasing power of the 
West be made tot profit the East. 
is not enough that the Westerners 
sWall have more dollars; we must see 
to it that it is to their advantage 
to spend them with us and not with 
foreign producers, to the South. ; 

Then he takes up the vital question 
of transportation. We must shorten 
and deepen our waterways, he says. 
We must improve ‘our harbors and 
our river channels, We must do ey- 
erything that we can to “bring our 
country and commercial centres all 
the business of the West that belongs 
to us, and send back our merchan- 
dise over the same routes, and handle 
through our own national termini all 
the imports and exports of this coun: 
try.’ It is to bo an all Canadian 
trade. We are to stick to our own 
means of transportation and to pat- 
ronise our own ocean ports. It is the 
East-and-West business that Sir 
Thorias has always in mind; and it 
is only by sedulously cultivating this 
that we can hope to reap the great, 
cat benefit from the abounding pros- 
perity of the West.”
